2. The origin of the factory tas not mown to the informant. The factory 
appears to be of the time following the first World Var.

3. The management of the fectory ie in the hands of a civilian director. 
Militery persounel of high rank made infrequent visite to the factory. 


Equipment 


4. The technical equipment of the installation, according to the informant, 
48 unusual. Numercus olectric cranes were set up in 1946848 in beth 
shops of the rolling mill, also two cranes in the lertin installation, 
and the slectromagneotic insteallaticn near the Martin furnaces, The 
technical equipment was always such thot the sections which were in operas 
tion could keep going at full speed. “archer technical imprevements are 
being worked on continuously. ‘lechine equipmen’ also is ready for use, 
all of which bears a German trademark.

5. The size ox che factory compound is approzimately 15 km by 1 km. The area 
is not too cicsely built ups; however, there probably are plans in prospect 
for a substantial expansion cf the instalintion.

6. The factory hes three smelting furnaces, two of which co back to the 
Soviet oceupency, and one to the time of the German oosupabion. The old 
furnaces are about 25x2Z5m and $5«40m high The furnace set up by the 
Germans is somowhet smaller in ita giweneidne. The furnaces have been 
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erected henr vach other ef m dietance of apuruximately Abte omelting 
furnsce I (ses sketch), which wis bu.lt .y the Germens, had not yet heen 
mt in operation ina November 1948. rumace IT was end ie in operation. 
Furnace III is to be dismantled, since at the time of the Vermean retrest 
£t was filled and heate’ but not drained off, with the result that all 

of the smelted wotal now forme on ingepareable part ef the furnace, Veur 
ratiee small boilers, similer to illuminating pes beilers and about 4:

The ghops for rcugh castings are in the southwestern vart .f the com ound. 
The two shops are roaay, about tOxZbm, and joined together by a ceanpwmy. 
The metal is tipped and poured into sranared moulds heres, goss through a 
wash, oad then, for the ost part, is loaded ri,hi on the spot in bar form 
for further exportation. 


Tho powcr etation, about 100xb0m, hus several storeroa@is and provides all 


‘of the factory's electric current. thu boiler insetallaticus, at present, 


have only one chimey at tisir disposal. The installation, however, is 
to be furthor expanded, 


Tae locomotive shed, at loast 120m lone with several entrances, gives 
shelter to about 20 factory lccometives and is joined to a repair shop.
